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AN  APPEAL  TO  AMERICANS   M 


America  is  confronted  by  a  historic  opportunity. 
It  lies  within  the  power  of  our  people  to  destroy  the 
want  and  misery  and  degradation  which,  operating 
for  the  past  eighty  years  through  the  "sharecropper 
system"  of  land  cultivation,  have  made  a  mockery 
of  our  democratic  professions.  The  end  of  a  vicious 
system  of  exploitation  of  man  by  his  fellowman, 
of  a  process  by  which  generations  of  native-born 
Americans  in  the  South  have  been  sacrificed,  can 
be  in  sight. 

More  than  two  million  sons  of  southern  farm  fam- 
ilies are  now  in  the  armed  services  of  the  United 
States.  Their  return  at  the  end  of  the  war  will  pre- 
sent a  problem  of  the  greatest  magnitude  to  our  peo- 
ple. In  1930,  the  great  majority  of  these  young  men 
were  children.  In  that  year,  southeastern  farm  fam- 
ilies, predominantly  of  the  "sharecropper  country," 
with  approximately  4,250,000  children,  received  Zfo 
of  the  national  income,  while  northeastern  non-farm 
people,  with  approximately  8,500,000  children,  re- 
ceived 42%  of  the  national  income.  This  imbalance 
has  resulted  among  the  9,000,000  men,  women  and 
children  of  the  "sharecropper  country"  in  wretched 
and  unenlightened  lives,  neglect  and  waste  of  the 
land,  the  plagues  of  poverty  and  malnutrition,  all 
epitomized  in  the  "Grapes  of  Wrath"  saga. 

Poverty,  illiteracy,  crime  and  disease  go  hand  in 
hand.  An  economic,  social  and  cultural  lag  in  any 
part  of  the  country  is  an  economic,  social  and  cul- 
tural damage  to  all  parts  of  the  country.  Forty  per 
cent  of  the  young  people,  ten  to  twenty  years  old,  on 
farms  in  1920,  were  in  urban  areas  by  1930.  Sixty 
per  cent  of  this  migra- 
tion was  from  the  south- 
ern rural  area.  A  large 
proportion  of  the  chil- 
dren who  in  their  non- 
productive years  are  sup- 
ported and  educated  by 
rural  people,  become  in 
their  economically  crea- 
tive years  the  producers 
in  the  vital  industries 
and  the  citizens  of  the 
urban  communities.  Thus 
economic  and  cultural 
backwardness  is  trans- 
mitted to  the  country  as 
a  whole,  to  impair  the 
foundations  of  our  na- 
tional democracy.  This 
migration,  slackened 
during  the  past  decade, 
has  been  accelerated  as 
a  result  of  the  war  and 
the  demands  of  war  in- 
dustry. Social  and  racial 
tensions  have  been  trans- 
mitted into  the  great  in- 


A  MAGNA   CHARTA  FOR 
SOUTHERN  AGRICULTURE 

WE  PROPOSE  that  every  veteran  of  the  armed 
services  who  shall  have  been  discharged  under 
conditions  other  than  dishonorable,  shall  have  the 
right,  subject  to  reasonable  tests  as  to  his  ability 
and  experience  as  a  farmer,  to  government  aid  in 
securing  ownership  of  a  fairly-valued,  "family 
size"  farm.  The  size  of  such  farm  will  vary  in  dif- 
ferent localities,  according  to  the  conditions  of  the 
soil,  crops  and  climate,  but  in  every  case  the  meas- 
ure will  be  the  ability  of  the  farm,  under  careful 
cultivation,  to  support  adequately  a  family.  The 
inclusion  of  every  item  of  labor-saving  machinery 
necessary  in  the  operation  of  the  specific  farm  is 
envisaged. 

WE  PROPOSE  that  the  purchase  be  financed  by 
an  appropriate  public  agency,  either  through  direct 
loan  or  through  total  government  guarantee  of  any 
loan  contracted  through  ordinary  commercial  chan- 
nels. Cheap  credit  not  to  exceed  four  per  cent  per 
annum,  and  long-term  amortization  privileges  of 
not  less  than  twenty  years,  are  contemplated. 

WE  HOLD  IT  ESSENTIAL  that  there  be  no  dis- 
crimination on  account  of  race,  creed  or  color,  and 
specifically  between  Negro  and  white,  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  these  benefits.

The  problem  faced  by  America  is  how  to  turn  a 
national  disaster  into  a  great  national  asset  tnrough 
the  emancipation  of  more  than  9,000,000  men, " 
women  and  children  of  the  "sharecropper  country." 
This  problem  can  be  met  and  managed  by  an  en- 
lightened handling  of  the  demobilization  program 
as  it  affects  the  millions  of  fighting  men  who  stem 
from  the  soil.  The  program  which  is  presented  else- 
where on  this  page  is  designated  A  Magna  Charta 
for  Southern  Agriculture.  For  it  will  affect  vitally 
those  hundreds  of  thousands  of  landless  ex-soldiers 
of  the  South  upon  their  return,  rather  than  their 
brothers-in-arms  who  come  from  the  farming  re- 
gions of  the  North  and  West,  where  independent 
land-holding  is  the  rule.  This  Magna  Charta  is  pre- 
sented by  the  National  Sharecroppers  Fund  as  a 
basis  for  discussion.  It  is  not  a  legislative  program, 
but  it  is  an  invitation  to  thought  and  action  on  an 
evil  condition  which  has  blighted  the  lives  and  hopes 
of  millions  of  Americans  of  the  generations  since 
the  War  Between  the  States. 

The  framers  of  the  "GI  Bill  of  Rights"  sought 
merely  to  deal  fairly  with  the  returned  soldier.  The 
perspective  of  the  National  Sharecroppers  Fund  is 
much  wider.  It  is  to  make  of  this  national  obligation 
a  national  asset:  to  erase  one  of  the  great  historic 
blots  upon  the  record  of  American  democracy 
through  direct  attack  upon  the  vicious  sharecrop- 
ping  system.  Land  for  the  landless  soldier  is  not  only 
a  slogan ;  it  is  a  necessary  step  if  the  returned  sol- 
dier who  stems  from  the 
soil  is  to  be  other  than  a 
stranger  in  the  house  of 
his  fathers.
